This ground has lately been attracting a great deal of attention on ac- 
count of the highly favourable position which it occupies in reference to the 
surrounding mines; and it certainly seems difficult to point out any mining 
ground in Cornwall remaining unwrought which possesses such advan-

It 
does certainly seem, however, that the elvan rock is in some way the cause 
of the deposition of the copper in that part of the lode which comes in con- 
tact with it. The country rock through which the elvans, as well as the 
lodes, pass is in this mine, and the greater part of the others which have 
given the largest profits, clay-slate, or, according to the Cornish miners’ 
vocabulary, killas; and it may be that the presence of two rocks of totally 
different characters about the mineral vein or lode may be favourable to 
—_ action, such galvanic action being probably the active agent in 

e deposition of the large masses of metal which are found in such situa- 
tions, and which Nature appears to have been engaged for ages in abstract- 
ing by a slow process from the surrounding rocks, and concentrating in the 
storehouses called lodes for the use of man. 

Whether this theory be correct or not, however, it is a fact that in North 
Crofty, which bounds this mine on the south, and which is traversed by 

1 lodes, and a parallel elvan course, the large course of copper ore 
from which the profits were made when the mine was called East 
extended from within a few fathoms of the surface to a much greater depth, 

ding with the line of junction of the lode and elvan. This was 
also the case in the Old South Roskear Mine, which gave immense pro- 
fits, 30,0007. having been divided before the erection of any machinery, the 
junction of the lode and elvan taking place in the eastern part of the mine, 
very close to the surface, and dipping in going west precisely as it does in 
East Seton. 

These are examples amongst numerous others in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of East Seton, showing, by analogy, what may be reasonabl 
expected by exploring the ground to which attention is now directed. 4 
should, however, be mentioned as being still more important that the lodes 
of this mine are those of the Setons, adjoining to the west; that the elvan 
course is also that which traverses those mines, coming in contact with 
the lodes, and probably being the cause, in accordance with the theory be- 
fore referred to, of their great 'productiveness. In North Pool also, which 
adjoins on the east, the copper ore occurred above, and about the line of 
junction of the lode with the elvan. In fact, as before stated, this forms a rule 
almost without exception in the rich district in which this mine is situated. 

Under such circumstances it would seem unaccountable that East Seton 
should have remained to the present day virgin ground; but the expla- 
nation of this is that for many years it formed a part of East Crofty 
Mine (now North Crofty), and that such rich discoveries were made there 
very soon after commencing operations in the south part of the mine, that 
attention was diverted from the north part of the sett, now called East 
Seton, and it remained completely neglected. Wheal Seton had not at 
that time turned out so rich as it has since been, and West Seton was in 
embryo, so that the evidences which these celebrated mines now afford of 
the importance and value of the ground in question were then wanting.

This adit is rather over 20 fms. deep, and will be still deeper in the eastern 
part of the sett, as the ground rises in that direction. Discoveries of the 
greatest importance and value will be in all probability made by driving 
this adit eastward, as it approximates the elvan course. The adit is also 
being driven north on a cross-course towards another of the Seton lodes, 
which will be intersected in about two months, and it is thought by prac- 
tical miners that this operation is also likely to lead to a good discovery.

The accompanying map shows the position of the several mines forming 
the Seton group, as well as some others in the same locality; and the posi- 
tion and direction of some of their most productive lodes. It also shows 
the elvan courses, and as these have an important effect on the metalliferous 
lodes, rendering them — at and about the points of contact, a tew 
particulars respecting them will not be irrelevant, and may be interesting, 
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The elvans have a horizontal course more to the north of east and south 
of west than the lodes, and in depth have an invariable northern dip, and 
a much greater underlay, or declination from the vertical, than any of 
the lodes. The lodes, therefore, come into contact with them not only in 
their horizontal course, but also in depth; and in going west from any point 
of junction of a lode and an elvan the line of contact will, from the different 
bearings and underlay of the two, become regularly deeper. Some of the 
largest courses of copper ore which have been discovered in this district 
have, therefore, been met with first very near the surface, from which point 
they have had a regular western dip, corresponding exactly with the line 
at which the lode meets and through the elvan. 

The elvan courses are much larger than the lodes, being several fathoms 
in width, whilst that of the lodes varies from a few inches to 10 or 12 ft. 
There are one or two instances, however, of lodes being over 20 ft. wide, 
the whole of which was rich copper pyrites. The elvan rock is a descrip- 
tion of porphyry, being composed principally of felspar and quartz, in a 
compact mass, in which are embedded irregularly crystals of felspar. ‘The 
stone is hard, and at the outcrop extensively quarried for building purposes, 
nearly the whole of the town of Camborne, and the village of ‘Tucking- 
mill, which are near the mines referred to, being built of it.

WHEAL PROSPIDNICK AND TRUMPET UNITED MINES. 


During a recent tour in Cornwall these mines were inspected by Mr. 
Jehu Hitchins, whose reports we subjoin. It must be gratifying to the 
8 ers in each to have so favourable an opinion from a person of such 
extensive experience as Mr. Hitchins. Both mines appear to present all 
the elements of future success; and the management being good, and no 
expense spared in a judicious development of the properties, we think the 
shareholders will, after a little further outlay, be well rewarded for their 
enterprise. Since Mr. Hitchins in the Trumpet United Mines a 
a improvement has taken place in the 15 fm. level west, as will be seen

Wheal Prospidnick.—I am pleased to report of this adventure that the appearances of 
the two principal lodes—Watson’s aud Wilson’s, at the points of operation, look generally 
favourable. Watson's shaft,on Watson’s lode, is down to adit 5 fms. from surface, thence 
to the 12 and 22 fm. levels under it. At about 30 fms. east is the new shaft, sunk to the 
12 fm. level. The adit is extended 60 fms. east of this new shaft, on a lode 15 in, wide, 
kindly, but no tin, but in my opinion will soon become productive. The 12 is driven 
23 ims. west of Watson's shaft, in which end the lode is 9 in. wide, very good work, 
worth (say) 8/. per fm.; this 12 fm. level east is a little beyond the new shaft, in alode 
10 in. wide, of good work. The 22 is driven 1044 fms. east of Watson’s shaft, where the 
lode is 8 in. wide, and kindly, with some tin, as also west 8 fms., where the lode is split 
into branches, but from what I saw in the level above, and the nature of the ground, both 
these ends will soon improve; there are also the necessary winzes from level to level 
for ventilation. Parallel with Watson’s lode, at about 50 fmé. north, is Wilson’s lode, 
to which the adit level cross-cut is communicated,in driving which, at about 4 fms. and 
30 fathoms, lodes were met with, and on the Jatter the ancients worked; and there are 
other branches, but not of note as to produce. On Wilson’s lode the shaft is sunk to 
5 fms. below the 10, but is now full of water; the lode is stated to be large, and of pay- 
ing quality. In the 10, west of this shaft, for some 5 or 6 fms., the lode is large, and 
has partially been worked for tin to a profit, being set on tribute. All these lodes and 
branches tend to preve this a continuation of the productive granite range in which are 
the Great Wheal Vor and Wheal Metal Mines. There is on the minea steam stamping- 
engine, working 16 heads as well as the pumps, by means of flat-rods, to Watson’s shaft, 
120 fms. east. The floors are in a forward state of completion, but by-and-bye, as the 
underground workings extend both in depth and length, which in my opinion they will, 
steam-drawing power must be provided, as also railways from the shafts to the stamps, 
to take the increasing tinstuff thereto with better economy. The work done since com- 
mencing operations, stated to be about 12 months (and which has resulted in the sale of 
7 tons of tin, with about 3 tons more at surface), does credit to the executive, and I ad- 
vise a continuance of vigour both in sinking the shafts and driving levels, which I have 
no doubt will lay open productive ground, and can be cheaply and expeditiously done, 
as the cost of working is very moderate: this will increase the returns, And, in conclu- 
sion, allow me to observe that I am much pleased with the prospects of the mine, which 
I believe will ultimately prove a profitable one to the adventurers.—JEHU HiTCHINS.

I was told there is tin in the lode 
here, but as the shaft is full of water I could not see it; I, however, observed that the 
ground and the lode stuff on the burrows is of akindly nature. There is a 30-in. cylin- 
der engine erected, which is a good machine, and works well, keeping the water, which 
is very little, by working two strokes per minute, with an 8-in. lift, and when the work - 
ings become deeper, and more extensive in length, a steam-whim should be applied in 
order té more readily discharge the stuff from the mine (instead of horse- whims), to which 
stamps can be applied to work by night, which will be much cheaper than the present 
means . Upon tae whole, I nave formed a favourable opinion of this adventure, 
and, should the workings be carried out with such vigour and economy as I think the 
prospects deserve, it is more than probable that it will ultimate prove a profitable specu- 
lation.—Jeau HitTcHins.

VENTILATION OF MINES—No. I. 
Sm,—This subject is one that may be considered somewhat hackneyed 
in character, from the frequency and varied forms that it has been brought 
before the public. But it would appear that either very little regard has 


been paid to the suggestions and remarks offered, or that they have been 
n 


impracticable and worthless, as the loss of life from deficient ventj 
presents no diminution. Were it not a well-known fact, and one th 
not successfully be concealed, that a great proportion of the fearful | 
life that is annually taking place is the result of incompetency or negligen®4 
on the part of those whose duty it is to attend to the ventilation of mines, 
one might be tempted to suppose that all was being done that can be to 
prevent such waste of life and property, as it is clear that such accidents as 
those that served to wind-up the Risca and Lund Hill companies must pro- 
duce the worst pecuniary effect whenever they occur. This argument has 
been frequently used to show that no necessity existed for governmental 
inspection of mines, inasmuch as it is to the interest of employers and owners 
of mines to guard against accidents, especially those that are liable to be 
attended with such direful effects. This is a very reasonable inference to 
draw, and one that would readily find favour with all rational minds, were 
it not contradicted by almost every-day occurrences, and demonstrated 
beyond doubt that the major part of managers of mines are either guilty of 
exercising false economy or are totally unfitted for the positions they hold. 

I have previously remarked, the suggestions offered for the prevention of 
explosions in mines have been numerous; many have emanated from in- 
dividuals entirely unacquainted with the working of collieries, and, con- 
sequently, not possessing the slightest idea of the difference that exists 
between carrying out mechanical operations above and underground. I 
do not go so far as to assert that no advantage will be derived from the 
many fanciful schemes that have appeared before the public, nor that some 
of them may not be rendered practicable ; but, for my own part, I would far 
rather trust to the present improved system of ventilation then to the chances 
of successfully extracting fire-damp from the mines by means of such 
theoretical plans as those of Mr. Williams, of Pontypool, and others, or to 
that of Mr. Hughes, of Hatton-garden, whose seeret consists in throwing 
compressed air into the mine through wrought-iron pipes, and allowing it 
to find its way from the extremity of the workings, where it is liberated to 
the same shaft that it was conveyed down in pipes. This system aims at 
dispensing with all air-doors, &c., and the necessity of two or more shafts, 
inasmuch as one shaft will answer the double object of upcast and down- 
cast, and further allowing each of the workmen pure air, advantages that 
I feel confident would be hailed with delight both by proprietors and ma- 
nagers of mines. Could the inventor only succeed in showing that his 
system is worthy of support, and possessing such advantages as it is set 
forth to do, it would not be long before he would have the pleasure of 
seeing his system all but universally adopted. Another suggestion is that 
of lighting the mines by electricity. For my own part, I candidly confess 
that I look upon this question with great disfavour ; not from the imprac- 
ticability of the suggestion, but because it does not remove, or even lessen, 
the evil it is professing to cure, but merely changes its character. 

It is pitiable even to contemplate what would be the condition of the 
coal miner of this country were he compelled to work in an atmosphere 
such as would then be found at the majority of collieries, providing no cor- 
responding act be taken to ensure perfect ventilation. or is it reasonable 
to suppose that the same regard would be paid to the ventilation of mines 
when the most powerful incentive for effective ventilation had been re- 
moved ? Ifthe horrors of an explosion will not have the effect of deterring 
proprietors and managers of mines from acting in the reckless manner 
which every-day occurrences prove them to do, what safeguard, I ask, 
would the poor miner possess that he would not be compelled to work in 
an atmosphere that would almost annihilate the whole race of miners in a 
short 5 of time? In order for the reader to realise something of the 
effect that would be produced by this change, he needs only to note the 
visible effect produced on the most robust constitution by a few months’ 
working in an atmosphere where the exhalations arising from the human 
system, and the combustion of the lights, mingle with a free escape of fire- 
damp, and the lamp is substituted for ventilation. If the reader will only 
be at the trouble to examine for himself, he will find premature old age and 
decay stamped upon the countenance of those who have scarcely arrived at 
the prime of life who are engaged, and have been for any length of time, 
where the lamp is substituted for ventilation ; and this is by no means an 
uncommon or exceptional occurrence, if we only judge from the facts pre-

For obvious reasons not only have the Inspectors of Mines but some of 
the viewers also recommended the exclusive use of the safety-lamp, and 
some of them even denounce those who have chosen to differ in opinion 
with them. It is true that by this slow but, nevertheless, certain process 
of sending the miner to an untimately grave, the sympathies of the philan- 
thropist would not be likely to be enlisted in their favour as at present, nor 
the man of science would not have the same motive to rack his brain in 
endeavouring to discover a preventive, as is now to be found when scores 
of human beings are hurled into eternity in a moment of time. Itis clear 
to all who have thought upon the subject that the lamp is not an effectual 
safeguard against explosion, be it Davy, Mozard, Clanny, or Stephenson’s, 
It may for a time stave off the evil day, as in the case of Risca, Linney- 
shaw Pit, Worsley, and South Mostyn explosions, until either the work- 
men and officers of the mine become habituated to danger, and lack all dis- 
cipline, and seem not to care for working upon the brink of eternity ; or 
some slight defect of a lamp serves to ignite the gas, a circumstance which 
is not only possible but very probable, seeing that they are of such delicate 
construction, and liable to be rendered worthless by a stroke from the 
miner’s pick, or acrush from a fall of stone or coal from the roof or the sides 
of the workings ; or, what is still more likely, that the lamp shall be rendered 
worthless by the miner indulging in smoking and lighting his pipe through 
the gauze, by placing the pipe against the gauze, and drawing the light r P

I¢B a 
common idea among colliers that smoking in fire-damp weaken it, or drives 
it off along with the fumes of tobacco. _ It is one of the peculiar properties of 
light carburetted hydrogen that it will not, ignite at a red heat, the same as 
coal orolefiant gases. Most collicrs are acquainted with this fact, hence the 
reason why they often act so recklessly as to jeopardise their lives and those 
of their fellow-workmen, by placing unbounded confidence in the tobacco 
containing nothing that will give forth ever so feeble a blaze. But could 
the miner thus expose the lives of a pit’s company if the mine were effec- 
tually ventilated, and the gas carried off by a sufficient current of air ? 
No! Then before the miner can be reckless, in one case at least, oppor- 
tunity must present itself by some one having previously been remiss in 
their duties, It is not even necessary at times that the lamp should either 
be imperfect or the miner reckless in order to cause an explosion, as in-

used as a substitute for ventilation, and greater attention paid to getting 
the coal upon proper principles. If explosions should then occur, they 
would be confined to narrower limits than at present, and we should cease 
to hear of more then a hundred human beings at atime meeting with un- 
| timely if not dishonoured graves. When the advocates of the exclusive 

use of the safety-lamp speak of the advantages to be derived from that 

system being employed, they appear to forget how many of the lives an- 
' nually lost from falls of roof and miscellaneous causes would have been 
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avoided providing the workman had been at liberty to have used a naked 
light, and the mine rendered safe for the use of it. For who can deny that 
the lamp in its neatest form is cumbrous, and ill adapted for lighting the 
miner in the perilous work of getting coal in wide work (especially where 
the roof is bad), compared with the candle? Not one of the least advan- 
tages of the candle is the ease with which it can be moved to the most ad- 

tageous —— as often as required, and thus enable the workmen to

RESPONSIBILITY OF COLLIERY OWNERS AND AGENTS. 


Sir,—In the Mining Journal of Nov. 23 I observed a letter from Mr. 
Brough, one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of collieries, in which he denies 
the accuracy of the statements contained in your leading article of the 16th 
instant. As stated in my letter, which was reprinted by “Coal” in the 
Journal of October 26, I now reiterate, that the Colliery Inspector for the 
South Wales district did state, through his solicitor, that “the Act pro- 
vided that bore-holes should be kept in advance, whether danger was ap- 
prehended or not; and that Mr. Brough did support this position by his 
own evidence, and stated that he knew of three collieries now working, 
where bore-holes were kept in advance, although there was no reason to 
apprehend that any place likely to contain a dangerous accumulation of 
water was being approached. Considerable discussion upon this point was 
raised in the Court, and it is amusing to see one, at all events, of these 
gentlemen so anxious to express an opinion now, which, had it been given 
at the time, would have prevented the magistrates from being led into 
placing a construction upon this rule, the absurdity of which is patent to 
all conversant with colliery affairs. 

But the letter signed ‘Coal’ in the Journal of Oct. 26 is generally, I 
believe universally, attributed to Mr. Thomas Evans, the Collicry Inspector 
for the South Wales district. The writer seems there determined to be 
game to the last, despite of the obloquy necessarily attendant upon the de- 
ception practised upon the magistrates in construing the law. ;

COLLIERY WORKINGS—GOVERNMENT INSPECTION. 


Sir,—Having been present on Sept. 28, when Mr. F. H. Perkins, of the 
Lynch Colliery, appeared at the Swansea Police Court, to answer the infor- 
formation laid by Mr. Thomas Evans, one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of 
Coal Mines, and of which so much notice has since been taken in the 
Mining Journal, will you permit me to correct an error which occurs in 
your leading article of the 16th inst., which has caused, and with some rea- 
son, Mr. Brough to denounce it as a most unfair attack on him, The article, while re- 
lating what took place before the magistrates on the above occasion, describes Mr. 
Brough as boldly stating “‘ that he knew collieries in which the practice of boring in ad- 
vance of all headings was invariably pursued; »ut when asked to name one where such 
was the custom, his memory failed him.” This is not correct, so far as Mr. Brough is 
concerned. But had Mr. Evans’s name been substituted for that of Mr. Brough, the 
article would then have contained as truthful an account of what transpired as could be 
conveyed in the number of words used, and Mr. Brough would have no reason to com- 
plain, provided he had been correctly informéd of what transpired after his quitting 
the court, which he unfortunately did immediately after leaving the witness-box. Mr. 
Brough’s evidence was most guarded; but, coming as it did immediately after Mr. 
Evans’s statements, it left the impression that it was intended to prove that (and if it 
did not prove that, it proved nothing) the 15th general rale actually required bore-holes 
to be kept in advance in all cases. This was my impression at the time; and that this 
was the impression of the solicitor for the prosecution, and his reason for calling Mr. 
Brough, is proved by his shortly after stating to the magistrates, while urging the ne- 
cessity of transposing the words of the Act, that that was the view Mr. Brough took of 
the clause, upon which the magistrates requested Mr. Brough being recalled, as they 
wished to hear him more fully on the subject, but they were told it was impossible to 
recall him, as he had left the town. If Mr. Brough did actually quit the town when 
he left the court, and has not since correctly heard what passed after he left the court, 
then I can quite understand how it is, and why it is he says in his letter in your last 
week’s impression, “ there is not one word of truth in the allegation that we otherwise 
quoted the Act of Parliament.” I believe neither Mr. Evans nor Mr. Brough intended, 
when they entered the court, to impress us with such anabsurdity ; but if, through the 
clever management of a clever lawyer, and, perhaps, an over-zealous advocate, their evi- 
dence is made to prove more than they intended it, then the sooner they explain what 
‘was meant, the sooner the unpleasant feeling which has, unfortunately, arisen in the 
county will be allayed,and all will join me in thafking Mr. Brough for his frank denial 
of any intention to mislead the magistrates. Permit me, also, to say a few words in 
reference to the letter signed “ Coal,” which in the district is becoming daily more gene- 
rally ascribed to Mr. Evans, only because it expresses the views sanctioned by him in 
Court, but which appears to me far more like the production of a lawyer. I wish to 
refer to that part of it in which the writer states, “‘ The fact was, that the existence of 
old workings in the neighbourhood was well known.” 

Now, nothing can be more wickedly incorrect than this, as applied to the district into 
which Mr. Perkins was entering. The only shadowof a foundation forsuch a statement 
is the fact of Mr. Perkins directing borings to be kept in advance; so far from such being 
the case, had Mr. Perkins di J the slightest indication, or had even a suspicion of 
old workings being found to the west of the fault mentioned in my evidence, he would 
never have driven through it, his sole object in doing so being to test the quality of the 
vein of coal in its whole or maiden state, preparatory to opening a deep colliery on the 
vein, should it prove of the fine quality it is reputed tobe. Of this fact I was fully aware 
long before the accident. I feel called on to mention this, not only in justification of Mr. 
Perkins and myself, but also because this is the main point on which so much discontent 
has arisen in the district. It is quite well understood, from what has taken place, that 
had Mr, Perkins not been over cautious of the lives of the “ poor colliers,” and put him- 
self to the unnecessary (as far as the law was concerned) expense of boring in advance, 
he would never have been charged with violating the law; in consequence of which we 
now find, when we make suggestions to owners to take extra precautions, which may 
from time to time appear necessary, but which the law does not actually demand in the 
carrying out of collieries, they say “‘No;” by so doing we may subject ourselves to be 
treated in the way Mr. Perkins was, and accused of violation of the law; because we do 
more'than the law requires.” This is really the unfortunate feeling which has arisen, and 
which a few words of explanation from the Government Inspectors might at once have 
allayed if offere®in time. When owners of collieries—gentiemen of character and repu- 
tation—and professional gentlemen, in no way connected with the business upon which 
they are called on to give evidence, are publicly accused of falsehood and perjury, which 
the letter signed “Coal” really suggests, you will, I think, agree with me there is rea- 
son for irritated feelings, which all must deplore; and had the clear, intelligible, and 
ts; ~qughly practical letter which appears beneath that of Mr. Lionel Brough, and

C. G. BaTEMaN, 
BOILER EXPLOSIONS. 

Sir,—The letter of Mr. John Hocking, jun., which ap in last 
week’s Journal, it appears to me, displayed more antagonistic feeling than 
judgment, and I confess I was a little surprised on reading it, as I had not, 
in my communication, given him the least provocation. My object in 
writing your Journal is to do good, which I consider my extensive experi- 
ence as an engineer enables and entitles me to do. During this time a 
great many circumstances in reference to boiler explosions have come under 
my notice. I may mention one instance of an engine I started 40 years 
ago this month; and although this engine has four boilers, and we have 
several times changed boilers in consequence of their being worn out, we 
have never had an explosion or collapse of tubes. The only thing ever used 
here, with an idea to prevent any explosion, was the lead plug over the 
fire, said by Mr. Hocking to be extensively used in the North, and recom- 
mended by eminent engineers. We found no benefit from it, nor could it, 
I think, be of any benefit, because the strong heat required to melt that 
lead, with a part of it in water or steam, would cause the tube to collapse 
without affecting the inner part, at least, of the plug. Wecontinued them 
for some considerable time, but finding that on several occasions the part 
towards the fire was destroyed, and so also into the plate, so far as until it 
came in contact with the water, which then caused a leak, we found it 

to do away with them: no other thing has since been tried, 
more than the gauge-cock. The glass gauges are good where the water 
is good and the glass good also, and fixed in a proper manner; but the 
rather frequent breaking of the glass, and the water in them being rendered 
almost invisible, by being so very dirty and corrosive, is the chief cause 
why they are in a measure discontinued in our Cornish mines; and as they 
are fixed in the front of the boiler, and the engineman must go there to see 
how the water is, he may just as well turn the cock and prove how the 
water is as look at a water-gauge. Steam-whistles I have tried in several 





places, fixed on the top of boilers—one at Wheal Basset; it went on 
retty well for some days, and the first indication of its failure was that # 
came so corroded as to render it quite useless, and such has been the 
case in several other places, Mr. Hocking asks what are we to resort to 
as a greater security, if all known plans are ignored ? Gauge-cocks, he 
says, frequently get out of order. This is a natural consequence with 
everything that wears. Mr. Hocking also says experience proves that 
glass-gauges and whistles require no more care and attention than any 
other part of the machine. I leave other people, who have had the use of 
these things in our Cornish mines, to judge of this absurdity. My expe- 
rience of 45 years has proved very clearly to me that the gauge-cock should 
be continued; but instead of lead plugs, swimmers and whistles, and see- 
ing that nearly all the explosions are from collapsing of the tubes, the best 
plan, I think, to resort to is the adding a greater strength to the tube, 
Mr. Fairbairn began this some time ago, by placing the T or angle-iron 
rings around the tube; and where there are no rings, and the tube is get- 
ting weak, caused by bad water, or any other thing, to have cast-iron rings 
in the tube, about 6 feet asunder, made 6 inches wide by 1} inch thick, 
made in two parts, with wedges or cutters, for the purpose of forcing them 
tight against the tube. 

Mr. Hocking says he is at a loss to conceive what reason there can be 
for substituting cast-iron rings—there is no such thing done in this county 
that Iam aware of; they are now in use at Great Wheal Busy, in a boiler 
tube which has a weak appearance, and is a fellow-boiler, as regards age, 
&c., of the one that exploded some few weeks ago, and on strict examina- 
tion of this tube, I have every reason to believe that the collapse took place 
in this in consequence of its being weakened by the very bad quality of the 
feed-water, the plates being in some places not above jth of an inch thick. 
The tube of the fellow-boiler having no wrought iron-rings, the matter of 
the cast rings immediately suggested itself to me, and I at once got them 
cast and put them in, and I am happy to say that they have answered in 
the most satisfactory manner ; so much so, that we are preparing to fix 
them in every boiler tube in the mine not having the wrought-iron rings. 
Mr. Hocking is, I think, wrong where he states that cast-iron when hot 
is of such a brittle nature. I think he had better reverse this, and 
say the greater degree of cold it may be subjected to the more brittle it 
has been found—of course, it may be heated so hot as to render it weak, 
but this heat is out of the question as regards the heat in boiler tubes. 
Has not Mr. Hocking’s experience taught him that the rapid transmission 
of heat from a hot body to a colder one (especially of iron), caused by that 
fixed and unalterable law of Nature—the law of equilibrium—prevents 
the cast-iron rings from obtaining a much greater heat than the plates of 
tube to which they are in close contact? ‘These rings are in effect four 
very strong cast-iron bridges, which make the tube of any boiler, I think, 
very much more than double the strength it was before their 4 meapnae 
the expense of them is scarcely an object, as they are no more than com- 
mon castings. I find I was quite justified in using these things, and I hope 
no person will be deterred by the influence of the scientific attainments of 
my friend from doing what I have no doubt will be the means of saving a 
great amount of life and property.— Redruth, Nov, 26. J. Sims, 





ROT IN PIT TIMBERS. 

Sir,—I have frequently observed a fungus appearance on the timber in 
the pits here. It mostly happens to timber placed in and near the old 
workings of the 10-yard coal. In these workings we often find great quan- 
tities of refuse coal and slack in a state of slow combustion. The tempera- 
ture of the air in these places is at times very high, indeed so high that we 
are not much surprised to-see dry rot showing itself in the pit timber. If 
your correspondent of the 16th inst., enquiring for a preventative to pre- 
serving his engine cills from dry rot, will, in future, fix his engines upon 
cast-iron sills, instead of oak ones, he will thereby avoid much inconve- 
nience and disappointment.—Dudley, Nov. 27. y 





SCOTCH PIG-IRON, 


Sir,—In last week’s Journal a paragraph appeared respecting the Scotch 
Pig-Iron Trade, in which the writer states that all those ‘ who are con- 
versant with the trade” know that the stock of Scotch pig-iron is 580,000 
tons. In our Circular, which you inserted in the Mining Journal of the 
16th inst., we gave a full statement of the stock, which showed that at 
present it does not exceed 460,300 tons (exclusive of Carron), We are 
aware that most of those who are conversant with the trade in Glasgow 
can bear us out in our estimate, and that the stock named by your unknown 
correspondent is altogether fabulous. It is not an unimportant matter to 
the whole iron trade, and if the writer of the paragraph referred to can 
only give us some notion of where the 580,000 tons of Sco:ch pig-iron 
exists, we shall be very glad to have it. In the meantime, we consider it 
most unfair to the very large body of holders of pig-iron to have their pro- 
perty depreciated by statements made at random, and completely opposed 
to the true state of the trade. The interest which you evince to learn the 
truth in these matters is our only excuse for troubling you with this note.

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ON THE INTERNAL HEAT OF THE EARTH. 


Sir,—In my letter, dated Nov. 4, with reference to the assumed internal 
fire, I stated that “ Although the term heat commonly implies the sensa- 
tion which we experience on approaching a fire, yet heat is frequently 
produced without the aid of fire.” I have endeavoured to explain the 
apparent cause of the subterranean heat and crystalline fermentation in 
the electro-magnetic forces, &c., in my work on ‘Geology and Magne- 
tism,” chap. iv., to which I beg reference. 

Your correspondent, Mr. Steevenson, intended in his letter to vindicate 
the assumption of the existence of internal fire, and yet states that heat is 
the effect of the union of oxygen with other elements. Instead of proving 
the existence of permanent fire he substantiates my argument,—that heat 
is the result of electro-chemical action. I said that the ocean within the 
tropics was colder in depth than the surface. Mr. Steevenson replies that 
‘*‘ This condition admits of a very natural and easy explanation.” —‘ The 
specific gravity of such waters is greater than that of waters of a higher 
temperature, and, therefore, naturally sink to the bottom of the ocean.” 
That is to say, the water of the temperature of 40° would sink below that 
of a higher temperature. 

In high latitudes—say, beyond 60°—where the surface of the sea is 
often near the freezing point, from 30° to 35°, the temperature below at 
the depth of 260 fathoms remains almost constant at 40°. How can your 
correspondent reconcile such a condition with his theory? According to 
my observations, as well as those of many others, the bottom of the ocean 
is found at a constant temperature of about 40°, whereas the temperature 
of the surface varies from 85° to 30°, according to the zone. 

Mr. Steevenson is mistaken in stating that shafts are always near high 
mountains. If he visits the Tamar, and the West of Cornwall, he will 
find shafts sunk upwards of 260 fms. near and below the level of the sea, 
far from any high mountains. Those who are trying to persuade the 
public that the earth is filled with molten matter know but very little of 
the real conditions of our globe externally, much less internally. Even 
the very few observations on the increase of temperature have been limited 
to three or fonr shafts in the northern hemisphere. They have had no 
opportunity to make observations in the shafts within the torrid zone, or 
in the southern hemisphere, where the conditions are found different to 
what they are in the northern. 

It is much to be desired that professors and students of natural philo- 
sophy should separate conclusions founded on mere assumptions from 
those which are founded on direct examinations and experiments. Un- 
fortunately for the progress of practical science, we find that professors 
and students who have been trained to theories founded on assumptions, 
without any practical experience of the world, are much more dogmatic 
and presumptuous than men who have studied the world as it is. 

Mr. Steevenson asserts that the theory of the increase of temperature 
from the earth’s circumference to its centre ‘‘can be made as demonstra- 
bly clear as that of the square of the hypothenuse of any right-angled 
plane triangle is equal to the sum of the squares of the base and perpen- 
dicular.” If your correspondent is able to furnish such a proof, I hope he 
will favour mathematicians with it, as they are hard pressed at present for 
physical data whereon to establish a consistent theory. Mere assumptions, 
and especially such as those not agreeing with direct observations and the 
ordinary laws of terrestrial physics, are inadmissible. If our semi-aqueous 
earth can be proved, as clear as a lem in Euclid, to be but an igneous 
dumpling, or like an egg filled with molten matter, there would be an end 
to all discussion 


We must wait until we see the demonstration. It will bea curiosity to 








see a thin crystalline globe retaining incandescent matter for an hour with- 
out being melted. Mathematicians disagree on the question of the thick- 





ness of the crust, and some of them maintain that the globe must be as 
solid as a cannon ball, otherwise it would not sustain its projectile path, 
according to the theory of the “ Principia.” The calculations by which 
it has been inferred that the density und specific gravity of the globe is 
four times as great as that of water, are liable to great errors.s The at- 
traction of a hollow shell of small thickness is equal to a slid one; hence 
it cannot be determined whether a globe like ours be solid or hollow by 
its superficial attraction. This has been well proved by experiments made 
on magnetic globes. 

I hope your correspondent will be able to explain these matters in a 
way which will convince the judgment, and not try to do it by imitating 
those who endeavour to force the assent of thoughtless audiences, because 
they were taught to believe such doctrines, Evan Horxins,

THE IGNEOUS THEORY, 
ACCORDING TO THE MATHEMATICAL POINT OF VIEW. 


Sir,—Assuming the observed terrestrial temperature to be due to cen- 
tral heat, the thickness of the crust must be two or three times as great as 
that which has been usually considered to be indicated by the observed 
increase of temperature at accessible depths beneath the earth’s surface, to 
accord with the theory of gravitation. The greatest depth in which the 
temperature has been taken was at Dukinficld—333 fms. Assuming, 
again, that the increased temperature is observed in all parts of the world, 
and that it continues to increase at the rate of 1° for every 60 ft. of depth, 
or say 88° per mile, the temperature at the depth of 60 miles would be 
sufficient to reduce to a state of fusion nearly all the materials which con- 
stitute the earth’s external solid envelope; and hence it has been concluded 
that the earth consists of a central molten mass, as a fluid nucleus, and 
an external solid shell, of some unknown non-conducting material, of not 
more than 60 or 70 miles in thickness; and some geologists have con- 
sidered the thickness to be even less than 60 miles. ‘This assumption 
will not do. There is another way of investigating the thickness of the 
earth’scrust. Assuming, again, the whole terrestrial mass to consist of a 
flaid nucleus, enclosed in a solid envelope, and assuming, also, that the 
hypothesis of the precession of the equinoxes is correct, which has been 
founded on the assumption that the carth is a solid body, the least admis- 
sible thickness of the crust must be about one-fifth of the earth’s radius— 
say, 800 miles. Hence, according to this assumption, no theory can be 
admitted which rests on the hypothesis of the crust being as thin as it has 
been assumed to be by geologists—60 miles. 

Calculations founded on the probable influence of the assumed internal 
liquid fire in the precessional motion above referred to, have been objected 
to by geologists, as they cannot see why the internal hot fluid may not 
move with the rolling of the earth, just as well as the external saline 
liquid does daily. 

However, all assumptions, and tlie investigations founded thereon, are 
extremely unsatisfactory, and only tend to make confusion more confused. 
Why assume at all, shen we have the opportunity of investigating the 
entire surface of ov>¢;iobe, and all its operations?

HOW NATIVE GOLD WAS FORMED IN THE EALTH. 


Sir,—Native sulphuret of gold is far more widely disseminated through- 
out the interior of this planet than either the metallic, oxide, or silicate, 
and yet it is the least noticed by scientific men, simply because they have 
formed rules of their own, quite contrary to the laws of Nature; and yet, 
although the sulphurets of silver, copper, zinc, iron, &c., are daily seen by 
thousands, none seem to know golden sulphurets whea before their eyes. 
Not only in California, Australia, North and South America, and elsewhere, have I often 
handled stones containing the precious mundic, but even in Wales loads upon lodes are 
observable, spangled throughout with the glittering sulphurets of iron,copper, gold, &c., 
apparently so heterogeneously commingled as to task theart of science to separate ; never- 
theless, there are simple methods to pursue to cause Mother Earth to yield to man the 
marrow of her veins; and yet modern savans, with all their boasted skill, have not at- 
tempted to show how the most precious metal may be extracted from earths containing 
auriferous ingredients unmetallised; nevertheless, although modern chemistry fails to 
solidify gold from native sulphurets, not so the mechanic, if we judge from the quantity 
of poor copper ores and mundics that, ere now, have been made to yield profitable returns 
in the shape of solid golden deposits from the refiners’ crucibles. Besides, we have every 
reason for believing the ancients worked many mines for their golden essentials that, in 
this enlightened age are not considered worth the powder requisite to blast them (an 
item their persevering forefathers dispensed with), and yet they must have obtained 
what they sought for in sufficient abundance to answer their purpose, simply because 
they knew how to reduce the natural sulphurets of gold to their metalline forms; there- 
fore, when the living get wise enough to again know the secrets of the dead, then even 
veritable gold may be collected from natural sources as profitable as heretofore. That cra 
is close at hand when the native sulphuret of gold will be as easily recognised as any 
other sulphuret, because spangles of iron pyrites, when exposed to the action of the ele- . 
ments, will generally turn brown or blackish, and copper pyrites give out red, blue, or 
green hues, while a golden sulphuret will not tarnish by exposure, because both gold and 
sulphur are not easily affected by atmospheric changes; therefore, whenever any glisten- 
ing speck may be seenin any pyritic stone undergoing decomposition, or in loose gossan, 
such will most probably turn out an undissolved golden matrix. 

Finally, most strong single acids will prove the nature of ordinary su!lphurets, by 
causing them in time to lose their brilliancy, whereas neither gold or sulphur are dis- 
coloured by such treatment, while compounded acids not ouly dissolve the golden su!- 
phurets, but every other metallic compound, Then, as it is contrary to the chemical 
laws of affinity for any menstraum to hold in solution gold and iron at the same time, it 
shows any small portion of gold in comparison with the large amount of iron most earths 
display, any universa! dissolvent would cause the momentary dissolved gold to be irre- 
coverably precipitated amaqng the debris undergoing saturation, while the menstruum 
would hold in suspense the liberated iron, &c.; therefore, to obtain the golden essentials 
from such admixtures only such chemicals must be resorted to that will singly abstract the 
metal sought; such has been done, may be done again, in fact, is frequently done by—

With regard to the mine, Capt. Boundy, one of the 
agents of the mine, and Captain Roach (who had thoroughly examined the mine this 
week) being present, he need not go at any length into that. The reports that had been 
read show the state of the mine to be better than he had expected. 

Capt. Roacu thought that the north lode was still further north than any of the cross- 

cuts had been driven, and would strongly recommend Harding’s cross-cut being driven

FOREIGN MINES. 


ALTEN AND Qu&NANGEN Mrves,—From Oct. 12 to 23:— 

Qu#NANGEN.—The last report from this place was dated the 15th inst., which stated 
that the various points of operation looked much as before. In Saxe’s shaft the lode con- 
tinues to yield about 4 tons of ore per fm., with promising indications ; weare carrying the 
shaft about 2 fms. long on the course of the lode, so that we are not going down as fast 
as before, but this mode enables us to werk the ground more economically, and as the 
deep adit is not yet forth there is no immediate haste for the sinking. Thestope east of 
the shaft turns out from 3 to 4 tons perfm., where the lode is still divided in two parts. 
In the bottom stope, west of Cole’s shaft, the lode continues Jarge and orey, but our pro- 
gress is mach retarded by the hard ground. Up to the end of last week the weather has 
been mild and favourable, enabling us to carry on our dressing and other surface work to 
great acvantage.—Karpas: In theshallow south-west stope the lodeis about 15 in. wide, 
yielding from 144 to 2 tons of ore per fm. The stope above the 10, on the same lode, 
tarns out about 1 ton of ore per fm., where the lode is rather small and irregular. In 
the 10 fm. level north-westerly the prospects continue encouraging, where we have cut 
into the lode over 3 {t., the first half of which is composed of good work, a mixture of 
purple and yellow ore, worth about 244 tons of ore perfm. In the present end there are 
large proportions of hard quartzose substances, with ore interspersed, which we expect 
to be the capels. We propose, however, cutting through it to see its character, and if 
there is any more valuable orey ground ahead. In the north-west stope the principal 
vein is about 5 in. wide, composed of rich purple ore; owing to their small size, we can- 
not reckon on @ large produce from these places.—Oup Mine: During the past month 
Bergmester’s stope, south of the shaft, has fallen off in value, and in consequence we 
have —_ it necessary to make an alteration; we, therefore, suspended the tutwork, 
any’ .te ided the stope into two pitches; there being ample space in this part. The tri- 
Um awill clean their ores and stull the attle in the mine, and thereby obviate the cost 
of t.insporting so much coarse stuff to thesurface. I would here observe that this work- 
ing is on the west side of the great slide, and in close proximity to the point of disloca- 
tion ; similar changes have frequently occurred before in this part, and we fully calculate 
on making good discoveries in the great extent of unexplored ground to the southward, 
in which direction our workings are being extended. In the 10 fm. roof stope the lode 
varies from 4 to 7 ft. in width, yielding about 4 tons of oreper fm. ; the appearances here 
are encouraging ; in this level (10) south the lode is 1 ft. wide, but is still irregularand 
disordered by the slide recently met with. In the workings south of Pederson’s rise the 
prospects continue equally good, where the lode is 7 ft. wide, worth 5 tons of ore per fm. ; 
the lode is from 5 to 6 ft. wide in the stope north of the rise, where the matrix is highly 
quartoze, and the ore irregularly disseminated, but on an average it turns out 34% tons 
of ore perfm. We have this week set the stope north of the shallow adit winze on tri- 
bute, where the lode is from 2 to 3 ft. wide, with a good intermixture of ore in places ; 
we believe this arrangement will effect a good saving in the working of this piece of 
ground. In the midway level north the lode is 1 ft. wide, but does not yield any ore of 
consequence ; should nothing be met with soon, I shall be inclined to think that the 
lode is divided, as the 10, just ahead, shows a large orey lode in the roof; steps aretaken 
to ascertain this point. In this level south the lode continues to yield about 2 tons of 
ore per im., with a promising appearance. We have seta pitch in the roof of this level, 
where the lode is worth from 2 to 3 tons of ore per fm., with good indications. At the 
United Mines and Michell’s there is no change worthy of remark.

BRYNTAIL.—J. Roach: The 25, west of cross-cut, is getting under the ore ground 
in the 10; latterly the lode has been underlying fast, but it ls now almost perpendicular, 
and spotted with ore, and the indications are such as to lead me to expect early improve- 
ment. As I have before said, judging from the ground passed through in the 10, we cannot 
fail to enter productive ground as the level is extended. Weare running all the ore stuff 
off the stulls, and sending it to the floors as fastas possible. 1 will get it all dressed and 
sent off without delay. I suppose it will be a similar parcel to the last. 

BUDNICK CONSOLS.--S. Mitchell, J. Evans, Nov. 27: The engine-shaft is down 
nearly 5 fms. below the 40; the ground is a little easier for sinking. There is nothing 
new in the cross-cut south, in the 40, since last reported. The lode in the 30, at Gap 
shaft, is 1 ft. wide, with a kindly appearance. The winze sinking below the 12, at Gap 
shaft, is 2 ft. wide, tinny. The lode is not yet reached in the north cross-cut, in this 
level, but we are dally expecting to get through the elvan. The cross-cut driving south 
in the 10, at Peter’s shaft, is still in branchy ground, and we anticipate good results 
here.

BULLER AND BASSET UNITED.-—S. 8, Bice, Nov. 26: With respect to our pro- 
spects, in the 100 east, we havea very, large lode, containing an abundance of mundic, &e.; 
the ground has been very favourable, although at present it is not quite as good. The 
lode in the 100 west is from 3 to 4 ft. wide, and well defined. In the 80 west the lode 
is not underlying quite so much as we have seen it; the average underlie now is about 
2 ft. in 1 fm., and made up of a large proportion of spar, chlorite, and occasional stones 
of ore. Inthe 60 we have been making better progress than we were at all aware would 
be the case; the ground has proved very favourabie, and the nature of the lode is very 
good; it appears to be everything that can be desired, except ore to value.

CARADON CONSOLS.—W. Rich, Nov. 26: The south part of the Menadue lode is 
getting into a more settled state as we drive east out of the influence of the cross- 
course ; it is now 1% ft. wide, and shows good spots of ore, and the granite looks very 
congenial for the production of copper. We have taken down the north part of the lode, 
which still shows a good leader of ore, but the ground is hard. I find by dialling, this 
north part is bearing very considerably to the south of east, and it will drop into the south 
or main part, to which it is evidently a feeder, about 15 fins. east of the cross-course ; I 
have, therefore, suspended operations on this north branch, and have increased the force 
south. By adopting this plan we shall be driving on the main part of the lode, and on 
the shortest side of the triangle we may reasonably expect good results at the point where 
this orey branch and the main lode form a junction, if not before.

The stopes in 
bottom of the 22 are producing % ton per fm. We have driven and bored beyond the 
lode in the 32 cross-cut 244 fms., but have not met with any more lode, I have stopped 
the driving in that direction, and have began to drive north on the course of the lode.

The 13 fm. level end, east of cross-cut, 
on Clarke’s lode, is producing splendid stones of ore. The water is greatly increased in 
the winze sinking under the adit, on the south lode, which has retarded our progress in 
sinking ; the lode is worth 3/.

The rivers are all swollen considerably, and the water from the one 
near our footway-shaft at last found it way down the mine. 

— Nov. 27: I yesterday told you of the flood; the rain did not abate until late last 
night, and this morning I found the mine full up to the back of the 20. We are getting 
it out as fast as possible. 

CORNUBIA.—W. H. Gray, Nov. 26: The cross-cut south, from the western shaft, 
is out 23 fathoms towards the south lodes, and but for the continued intersection of ribs 
of granite, or cross branches (to the great detriment of the men), they would have been 
reached before this. For the present, however, the ground is quite changed toa de- 
composed granite, and its continuance will enable us to get out rapidly ; indeed, the 
increase of water within the last few hours, and other indications, lead to the belief 
that we cannot be far off. The 20, west of Trestrail’s shaft, has been cleared out, and 
some fathoms driven in new ground, so as to bring the end parallel with Knight's 
shaft, which we are clearing and sinking, as well for systematic operations hereafter as 
for seeing the tin ground laid open by workings subsequent to those of the eastern mine, 
and already often referred to.

We have found the footways leading 
from this level to the 30, and hence to the 40, by which the ventilation is so perfect, 
the winzes themselves only require slight repairs to make good. Nothing scarcely has 
been done by us in either of the 30 fm. levels, because we have neither had the means 
of keeping away the stuff without interfering with the shaftmen, or a sufficient staff to 
man out, but with the opportunities soon offering we shail set about both these and the 
40 fm. levels, so as to get new ground open for full employment of powerful stamp- 
ing machinery. However, in passing this subject, I must inform you that the crushed 
levels, so far explained, are yielding good work for tin, and the whole is being washed 
as brought to surface, by which it is clear that the produce considerably overreaches 
the cost, and shortly will give us a respectable batch of tin to pass throngh the water 
stamps we are constructing for the purpose. The flat-rod.sheitmen are at this mo- 
ment Gropping the plunger bottom from the 20 to the 40 plai, where (in consequence 
of the lack of water above) we now intend a permanent fixture, by forcing-lift rather 
than the temporary method suggested in last report. To do all this, however, the men 
have necessarily had to make alterations in the shaft at the cost of time, and which 
must be taken out of the period allotted to reaching the bottom. These matters will 
now be completed during the present week, and with the condition of the shaft below, 
so far as a line indicates, much of the apparent delay will be made up. I have care-

ceeding with this work at once. By going on as thus chalked out important returns wil) 
be coming forth to relieve costs, whilst the steam machinery to follow is getting up #r 
securing the reducing of produce on extending the many points of the mine which by 
and bye must offer to notice, and which, without endorsing all that has been said by 
others, can scarcely fail to handsomely reward as this spirited and determined pro- 
prietary deserves. . 

CREDIES (Padstow).--J. Morcom, Nov. 27: This sett is to the south of Old Trelea- 
ther Mine; an adit was extended some years since about 120 fms. south, where they inter- 
sected a lode from 4 to 5 ft. wide; they have cleared about 9 fms. on its course, and find

not be able to see much of the branches for a few days. The branches in the 70 fm. level, 
west of Brenton’s, have improved, and are now worth 9/, per fm.; branches in the 60 fm.

The ground in the rise, 
going up from the back of the 72 towards the winze in the bottom of the 60 north, on 
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the west branch, is easier for progress, and we hope to effect a communication here in 
about one week from this time. In the rise in back of the 60 north,on the west branch, 
the branch will yield 44 ton of lead ore per fm. We have got up the rise from the back 
of the 60 the necessary height, and commenced to open on the lode where we had the run ; 
we hope now to take away the remainder of this stope of ore without any farther lets. 
Our respective stopes in the back of the 84, 60, and 45 are looking quite so productive as 
reported last week, and we have no other change to notice.

The length of the 
company’s line between their termini is 310 miles, being 60 miles longer then originally 
projected, in consequence of the necessity of avoiding certain portions of the ground over 
which the old companies had organised an opposition of the most harassing and un- 
principled character. This antagonism of the old vested interest, bound to support the 
monopoly of the right of way along the lines of railway and the public highways by 
theold electric and magnetic companies, has only, indeed, just met its proper »ppreciation, 
by the jadgment given last week by the Master of the Rolls, in the case by which the great 
Baron Rothschild attempted to deprive the new company of the right which had been 
granted to them by the Commissioners of the turnpike-road between Tyburn and Kil- 
burn, and which right the company has been left in the full possession of. > 
therefore, now in that the doom of the old monopoly of dear telegraphy is sealed 
by these two signal triumphs of the new company over their giant opponents. The 
advocates of free trade principles will be gratified to hear that the commercial and general 
public has the claims of the new company to their support, by a very 
liberal of their new lines of telegraph. Indeed, the telegraphic business done 
dering the last fortnight has exceeded in amount the most sanguine expectations of the 
Managers. The company’s line bas been completed from Manchester into the Midland 
districts, inclading Macclesfield and the Potteries, and numerous towns between them. 
This line will shortly be also in full working order for the public use. The directors ot 
the new company intend to push their system through the whole of the great commercial 
centres and principal ports of the two kingdoms with all possible expedition; and to 
facilitate this, and defy the future opposition of the old companies, it is their intention to 
apply for paritamentary powers in the ensuing session of the Legislature, and of which 
they have given the usual notices. In this object the company is certain to receive the 
hearty support of the lovers of fair play both in the Houses of Parliament and out of it, 
and more especially of that very large class who are the advocates of the free and no 
favour principle, now so universally appreciated in this country. The press we are cer- 
tain will give the new company every possible support in their endeavours to gain a re- 
cognition of their right to give the public cheap telegraphy, by being allowed the same 
rights of highway as were granted to the old companies when 

for parliamentary powers to carry out their projects. We may here observe that the 
new company failed to get their parliamentary powers last sessions, in consequence of 
the old companies pressing their opposition on a mere technical objection, in the form 
in which the Act was applied for; the merits of the new company’s bill not being allowed 
to be brought forward, the whole proceedings have to becommenced de novo. Weshall 
take an opportunity of reverting to the opposition to which the new company has been 
subjected by its rivals, and narrate some startling disclosures of the system of opposition 


put in force to prevent the public obtaining cheap telegraphy. And here we fcel it is 
and has been displayed 
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Mr. Andrews, the secretary and of the company, on the many very numerous 
arrangernents he had to superintend in bringing the working busi of the pany 
into successful operation.

The true course of the 
lode appears to be 6° or 8° north of east and south of west—the northern 
country being a soft serpentine, and the southern killas. The north wall, 
so far as proved, goes down vertical. After various trial pits had been 
sunk (all of which tended to prove a rapid increase in the percentage of 
copper within a fathom of the surface), a stope was commenced 42 ft. in 
length and 8 ft. wide along the northern wall; from this stope a cargo of 
150 tons has been selected, and shipped per brig Creole, now en route for 
Swansea.

PROSPECTUS.

Waller gives many details and wonderful statements of the richness of 
the lodes, and among others he says, “ There are in the North of England many rich 
mines discovered, but there are none in England or Wales that can pretend to come near 
the value of the famous mines of Sir Carbery Price. I have not read or heard of such 
a mine of lead in all the world as the great vein, which is 11 ft. wide betwixt its firm 
sides, and 71% feet already in pure ore, which still increases downwards, and it is not 
doubted but at last it will come to be 11 ft. wide in ore.

He a!so states that “ in the year 1693, 
before the copper mines were discovered, Sir Carbery Price, having recovered his right 
from the patentees of royal mines, divided his interest therein into 4008 shares, whereof

paper printed in the year 1693 may appear.” At that time, it may be mentioned, the

Many more similar extracts might be given, but it will saffice to add that the returns

A LourTep Company IN LIVERPOOL.—Having a strong interest in Liverpool, I feel some- 
what concerned in the Notice to Correspondents, headed “A Limited Company in 
Liverpool.” That the extraordinary and almost insurmountable restrictions by which 
the directors of the company in question have guarded, and almost prohibited, an in- 
spection of their accounts bears a very suspicious aspect, no one will question. That 
they have endeavoured by a peculiar reading of their 47th Article to limit such in- 
spection, there can be no doubt. Their rules specify that their books shall be open to 
the inspection of shareholders during office hours. The directors, by their minutes, 
restrict this to one day only in the week, giving twenty-fours’ notice of such inten- 
tion; and this only to be done when the attendance of one or more directors can be 
obtained to superintend the inspection, and to prevent any extracts being taken there- 
from. Sir, as the editor of a journal to which the mining and quarrying interests of 
this country look to as the protector of their interests and exponent of their views, I 
uppeal to you to express your views in a@ more forcible form than can arise from the 
isolated opinion of a correspond If di of public companies are allowed to 
distort the rales of association to purposes that may lead to such iniquity as this, it 
will do more injury to the enterprises that limited liability was intended to evoke 
than can possibly be conceived. I need not point out how directors may find it 
*“ inconvenient” to attend, as one of the impediments.—T. G. 

(The shareholders are in fault in placing too much power in the hands of the di- 
rectors, and the directors have also proved unworthy of the trust reposed in them ; 
but, so far as limiting the ¢ime of inspection is concerned, they have not transgressed 
the law. With respect to making notes or extracts, the directors have no power to 
prevent them being made. A meeting of the shareholders should be forthwith called, 
and resolutions fixing the time and manner of inspection passed.—Ep. M. J 


A LuaiTEep CoMPANY IN LIVERPOOL,—The company has clearly delegated to the director® 
the power of reasonably restricting the time und manner of inspection, and that the 
directors have attempted to exercise the power to theirown advantage cannot be won- 
dered at. My clear opinion, however, is that the directors have no power to resolve 
that “no notes or extracts be taken from the books,” and that in so doing they have 
exceeded their duty. I advise “ Limited Company ” to inform his directors, by letter, 
that their resolution is “ ultra vires,” and also to call a meeting of the shareholders, 
in order to resolve upon and settle in the interest of the shareholders the time and

GEOLOGICAL FoRMATION OF THE EAaRTH.—I have read with much interest Mr. Ennor’s 
papers on “ The Geological Formation of the Earth,” and am really astonished to find 
in what an impenetrable fog our so-called “ leading geologists” have managed to wrap 
up that which Mr. Ennor has so clearly proved to be a simple AB C affair. The easy, 
perspicuous, and lucid style in which his views are enunciated, the total absence of 
everything like dogmatism, the gentle yet racy manner in which he handles the un- 
pardonable obtuseness of such “ blind leaders of the blind” as Murchison, Lyell, Owen, 
Buckland, Miller, et hoc genus omne, evinces such an humble appreciation of his own 
surpassing abilities, that one hardly knows which to admire most—his talents or his 
modesty. It is long since we have seen geology, chemistry, mineralogy, and the kin- 
dred sciences, handled in such a fearless manner, and his great discovery of the true 
origin of coal deposits is surpassingly astonishing. Mr. Ennor has lately visited Spain, 
a country as famed for its rich stores of literature as for its vast mineral resources ; 
and I feel certain, that if he would only take the trouble to master the language, he

Hypro-CarBon Lampss—There is no danger whatever in using the paraffine and similar 
oils, provided the specific gravity be not less than 820°; most of the oil sold varies 
from 825° to 835°, though some is sold as low as 795° or 800°. These low gravities 
are extremely dangerous and explosive, and should on no account be used. The spe- 
cific gravity may be instantly ascertained by the use of a handy little hydrometer, 
issued by the Asphaltum Company; and as its cost is but 1s. 6d. it should be uni- 
versally adopted. We shall next week commence a series of articles upon the cha- 
racter and properties of the hydro-carbons, from which the danger of using oils of low 
gravity will be at once understood, 


RETURNING Deposits.—A practice exists in the prospectuses of new companies of stating 
that, if sufficient capital be not subscribed, &c., the deposits will be returned in full ; 
but would it not be more satisfactory if they were to state that unless one-half at least 
of the proposed number of shares were taken the deposits would be returned? Why, 
I could mention a company which issued a prospectus with a propgsed capital of 12,000 
shares of 17. each, and commenced operations after issuing only 1682 shares, in addi- 
tion to the 4000 paid-up shares taken by the vendor. Now the property was to cost 
50007., and as 4207, 10s. was the entire amount of deposit paid on subscribed shares, 
were the directors justified in considering this “ sufficient capital?” Even if the un- 
usual step were taken of calling up at once the whole capital of the subscribed shares, 
there would then be only 6827. available after paying for the property! Now this is 
a case in which the directors refuse to return the deposits. It seems to me that this 
phrase of “ returning the deposits unless sufficient capital be subscribed,” &c,, offers a 
convenient loophole for the escape of any company from its responsibility. While I 
have pen in hand, I think I may venture to hint that the Respryn Company is some- 
what tardy in fulfilling its promise to the shareholders of returning their deposits.—

There has been a decrease in our exports during the ten months of this 
year, as compared with the corresponding period of 1860,but the previous 
returns showed that there could be noother result. The present statement 
from the Board of Trade is made up to October 31, and presents a total 
declared value of exports of articles, the produce and manufacture of this 
country, of 105,480,242/., against 112,956,527/. for last year, and of 
108,755,184/., in 1859 ; being a decrease of 7,476,285/, in the one case, 
and of 3,274,942/. in the other; while the decrease, as respects 1861, com- 
pared with the decrease as respects 1860, is an increase of 4,201,343/. in 
favour of this year. For the month of October the exports are set down 
at 11,684,910/., against 11,232,1817. in October 1860, which in an in- 
crease of 452,729/. 

The branches of the exports which more particularly represent mining 
interests give a decrease in the usual proportion of the aggregate, being 
2,224,251/. out of the 7,476,285/., the deficiency of the year. The total 
for the two months of 1861 is 21,868,358/., against 24,092,609/. in 1860. 
Two items only show an increase,—coals, culm, and machinery; the former 
being 295,814/., and the latter 439,850/., over last year. ‘The decrease in 
iron is 1,268,4637.; tin, 579,2162.; copper, 563,056/.; hardware and cut- 
lery, 233,4327.; steel, 198,255/.; lead, 87,971/.; and brass, 29,5227. 

The trade in the precious metals is still against this country, but not to 
any very material amount; the difference between the imports and the ex- 
ports being 2,272,1387.; the total exports are declared at 18,702,018/., 
and the imports 16,429,880/., during the ten months ending October 31. 
The largest remittances were to the United States, whence, under ordinary 
circumstances, we receive so much and send so little ; but in this period 
we shipped 7,274,454/., nearly all in gold, and received 56,0867. To 
Egypt, for India and China, we forwarded 6,595,116/., and obtained thence 
18,2897. From France we imported 2,978,950/., and remitted 1,938,623/. 
From Mexico we obtained 5,805,181/., without forwarding specie in re- 
turn; and Australia furnished us with 5,314,293 on similar terms.

VENTILATION OF Mines.—At the Manchester Geological Society meet- 
ing, on Tuesday, Mr. Jos. Goodwin read a paper on the “ Ventilation of 
Mines.” ‘The furnace, he considered, advantages over all other 
methods of producing a current of air. That it is liable to ignite the return 
air, if it should happen to be charged with gas, he did not admit to be a valid objection. 
The objections raised against mechanical meansof ventilation had, unfortunately, proved 
too well » 48 Was shown by the recent South Mostyn explosion. The ventilation 
of a colliery could not be correctly estimated by the number of cubic feet of air that passed 
through the main air-courses each second or minute ; it depended upon the proper dis- 
tribution and division of the currents through every part of the workings. In order that 
this might be attended to it was that not only the fireman and the underlooker, 
but that the manager also, should be acquainted with the progress of all the workings 
under his charge. He had the strongest conviction that fire-damp, in its most dangerous 
form, might be subdued and rendered comparatively safe and healthy ; but to effect this 
it was necessary that the duties of a manager should be confined within a reasonable 
limit; and by what means one individual could successfully manage or view ten or a 
dozen collieries was to him a mystery. There wns no greater barrier to efficient venti- 
lation than the neglect so frequently shown in allowing air-courses to become blocked 





up, Very often a mine was designated as a“ fiery seam,” when the quantity of light 
carburetted hydrogen would have been found very slight if proper means of ventilation 


had been adopted. Mr. Goodwin proposed to continue the subject in two other papers, 
at future meetings.—On the motion of Mr, Atkinson, seconded by Mr. Binney,a voteof 
thanks was passed to Mr. Goodwin.—Mr. Chorlton, with some warmth, complained of 
the unmerited charges brought against the colliery managers. So far as the colliery 
managers of Lancashire were concerned, there never had been a time when so much 
ability was displayed in the management of mines as at present.—The Chairman said 
there were some points in the paper of Mr. Goodwin which ought to press themselves 
on the atcention of the managers of mines. For instance, what was the best motive- 
power for ventilating coal mines—the old furnace, or mechanical means. He did not 
wish to commit himself to any distinct opinion on this point, for at the present time he, 
with his colleague, Mr. Atkinson, were engaged in a series of experiments to test the 
ventilating appliances of this country, and also in Belgium, so as so ascertain as far as 
possible what was really the value of the various motive-powers. They had already 
tested all those in South Wales and Monmouthshire, and found that some of the artificial 
ventilating machines were really giving out an extraordinary amount of horse-power 


P whilst others were giving scarcely any. They hoped in a short time to be able to come 


to a definite conclusion. He did not wish to disparage the old furnace, which for deep 
pits had a great advantage over mechanical means, but in some of the shallow pits an 
amount of horse-power had been obtained by ventilators which could not be obtained 
by any furnace, even if heated red-hot.—Mr. Goodwin, in reply of Mr. Chorlton, pointed 
to the last colliery explosions, and asserted that it was now placed beyond a doubt that 
both these had arisen from defective management.—At the close of the meeting, Mr. 
Parkinson exhibited a model of an improved safety-lamp. 





PREPARATION OF OrEs.—At the Miners’ Association of Cornwall and 
Devonshire meeting, Mr. Wm. Polkinghorne read a paper contributed by 
Messrs. Smyth and Wasley, of the Cawd Moor Mine, in Wales, describing 
the “ preparator ” which they had invented for spalling and separating ores 
from the stone, &e. Having had a practical connection with mining for many years, 
and being desirous as far as possible to reduce the costs in mining expenditure, we have 
invented and patented a plan for the spalling and cobbing of copper, tin, and lead ores, 
and thus forming the stuff into proper sizes for picking, jigging, and crushing, according 
to its nature and quality. We have, therefore, termed the machine a “ preparator,” in- 
tending to express just as much as that term signifies,andnomore. The invention con- 
sists in the use and adoption of a bed to receive the ores or substances to be crushed or 
broken, which is made of cast-iron (or some other suitable substance), with steel bars 
on the top, or perforated plates of different sizes, as the nature of the staff may require ; 
and the stuff will discharge under the bed as it is broken. Any form of bars or perforated 
plates may be used for the breaking of ore, stone, or any other hard substance. We do 
not confine ourselves to the use of steel bars, as other materials may be found to answer. 
By the action of the hammers the ore stuff is reduced in size, and pressed through the 
openings in the grating to an inclined surface below, when the crushed stuff runs down 
upon a grating or sifter, so that the finely broken or crushed parts drop through,and the 
large parts roil forward beyond, thus causing a separation. These large parts may be 
ayain crushed upon another bed, which has more numerous bars or solid parts and smaller 
openings between them, so as again to reduce the ores, stones, or hard substances still 
further, whick crushing upon different beds may be repeated as often as may be found 
requisite. The“ preparator” will effect a saving of 70 per cent. over manual labour, 
together with the great advantage of dispatch of work, performing it far better than any 
other mode yet introduced.—Mr. R, T. Gry!.s said that he was certain the time was ra- 
pidly approaching when something would have to be done in this matter in their district. 
Girls were now getting scarce, and it was difficult to procure the hands required at a 
mine, and if any machinery was invented which would do the work, he for one would 
be glad to give the inventor a helping hand, The sampling at their mine was coming 
round, and they did not know what to do to prepare for it. He should be most happy 
next week to afford the gentleman who had invented this “ preparator” an opportunity 
of testing its efficiency on the mine, and of thus proving its value to the county. 





Scnoot or Practica, GEoLogy—PuysioLocy.—Professor Huxley, 
F.R.S., gave his sixth lecture on the above subject on Saturday last. He 
commenced by drawing attention to the ear, and the object of its various 
parts. Some, he said, were for protection and others for conduction, The 
only method by which the sensory organ can be stimulated is by vibrations of the air. 
The external ear has two functions—it acts in bringing the vibrations to a focus, and 
also serves in propagating the waves of sound. The lecturer then considered the con- 
struction of this part in the lower animais, whose sense of hearing {s very acute, such as 
the hare,&c. The external passage serves simply as achannel. The dram or tympanum 
has three functions: first,asa protective agent, as, for instance, in preventing the ingress 
of insects to the finer purse of the ear; second, as a conductor of sound, and in this re- 
spect it is admirably suited, from the expansion of its thin membrane; third,as a regu- 
lative, and in treating of it in this respect attention was directed to the attachment of 
the stirrup-bone. He then showed how the vibrations were communicated to the laby- 
rinth, and ultimately to the extremities of the nerves. He now went to treat on the 
eye, which, he showed, was contained in a bony orbit. After describing the eyelids and 
their numerous little glands, he proceeded to the consideration of the eyeball, which, he 
said, might be taken as two spheres of different radii. The eye, he remarked, 
its various motions by means of six muscles, four of which were straight and two oblique. 
He now described the cornea iris, aqueous and vitreous humours, and the insertion of 
the optic nerve. 





Tue Bovey Basin, Devonsuire.—At the Geological Society, Mr. J. 
H. Key first described the physical features of the Bovey Basin, and then 
the strata, as proved by borings and diggings for clay and lignite. Having 
pointed out the evidences that exist of the basin having once been a lake 
in which the several strata of clay, sand, lignite, gravel, &c., were depo- 
sited, and having considered the probable conditions of such a lake having been gra- 
dually filled up by fluviatile deposits brought down from neighbouring granatic hills, 
the author remarked:—1. That the Bovey deposits are composed of materials almost 
identical with the component parts of granite.—2. The strata run, for the most part 
parallel with the outline of the marginal hills, and dip from the sides towards the 
centre, often thinning away in that direction.—3. The finer material is deposited to- 
wards the sides, and the coarser towards the centre.—4. Where the basin is contracted 
the finer beds often disappear, but thicken where the basin widens.—5, That the upper 
beds of the northern part are coarser than those of the middle and lower portions.— 
6. On tlle eastern side the fine-clay beds are more developed than on the western side. - 
7. The various beds run in the direction of, and seem to point to, the River Bovey as the 
source from whence they were derived; but the old outlet of the lakewas towards Torbay, 
and not along the Teign, as it is at present. Some observations on the peculiar absence 
of animal ins In these deposits, often rich in vegetable remains, concluded the 
paper, which was illustrated by several original plans, sections, and sketches. 








Tue ASSOCIATION FOR THE PREVENTION OF STEAM-BoILER Expto- 
s1ons.—At the last ordinary monthly meeting of the committee, held at the 
offices, Corporation-street, Manchester, on ‘Tuesday (Mr. Wm. Fairbairn, 
C.E., F.R.S., President, in the chair), Mr. Fletcher, chief engineer, pre- 
sented his monthly report, from which the following are extracts:—I have 
examined some boilers which have given considerable trouble from leak- 
age, and rendered” extensive repairs necessary, which might have been prevented had 
they been thoroughly tested by hydraulic pressure at the outset, and I think our mem- 
bers would do well to make more frequent use of this test than they do, not only on lay- 
ing down new boilers, but also on re-starting those that have undergone repair, as well 
as in periodically ascertaining the safety of those that have been at work for years; I 
would recommend in all cases that boilers should be proved in this way to a pressure 
50 per cent. higher than that at which they are to work; and that this test should be 
applied not for a short time only, but be maintained steadily for at least half a day, care 
being taken to prevent all concussion, since otherwise irregular and injurious strains may 
be put upon the boiler. No boiler should be set in the brickwork until thoroughly tight 
throughout, when, if well made and taken proper care of, it would last an indefinite 
time. It is, however, too frequently the case that boilers are bricked in either untested, 
or trusting that such small leaks as may appear will take up of themselves when in ac- 
tual work ; instead of which, the water once finding a way through, e its channel, 
and corrodes the plate in the neighbourhood of the leak ; this frequently eats away the 
surface so smoothly and evenly that the thinning of the plate escapes detection; and I 
met some time since with a case of explosion, from which several lives were lost, that 
resulted from this cause, and which might have been prevented by the timely applica- 
tion of the hydraulic test. I have met during the month with many safety-valves having 
their levers improperly loaded ; I do not say over-loaded, but improperly loaded, having 
several irregular weights, and these often insecurely attached, and would recommend 
in each case that only 4 single weight should be employed, and that placed either at the 
end of the lever, or if midway, pinned in position, so as to p any increase of pres- 
sure beyond that decided on by the owner of the boiler, On the owner must rest the 
loss and onus of accident, therefore his should be the decision and control. The inspec- 
tors are instructed at each visit to apply their indicators when the steam is blowing off, 
so as to ascertain the ac pressure at which the safety-valves are loaded. To this I 
attach considerable importance, and am desirous that it should be done in every case, 
and trust that those members who have not already done so will co-operate with me, by 
providing their boilers with taps suitable for the application of the indicator which w 
use, which is McNaught’s 44 inch.

Iron anp Coat Traves or France ano Betorum.—From St. Dizier 
advices state that a fine penetrating rain has of late fallen there at in- 
tervals, which is likely to secure a regular supply of water for a part, at 
any rate, of the ensuing winter. This favourable commencement of the 
rigorous season, promising a regular activity in the various establishments, 
tranquillises the proprietors for some months at least. Work is not wanted, 
and if a further improvement is not anticipated, a maintenance of the pre- 
sent status quo is confidently expected. This opinion is not only that of forgemasters, 
but many merchants seem to share it, if we may judge from the orders which arrive, a 
part of which are to be executed in a brief period,and the rest more slowly—say, in the 
first few months of next year. All the establishments have orders in advance, and the 

of each day assure a good course to the opening of the approaching season. The 
great establishments working with coke have important transactions in rails in hand 
with various railway companies, aud other workshops concerned in the fabrication of 
special irons, or irons for shipbuilding purposes, display a lively activity. Two railway 
companies have treated for important foreign deliveries, one in Englandand the other 
in Belgium; and it is expected that these companies will absorb almost all the war- 
rants disposable, so that while the deliveries on their account are being made, commerce 
wi!l not have to suffer the embarrassments occasioned in previous years by an illicit 
traffic in warrants. From Charleroi we learn that the great event of the last few days 
has been a transaction in rails which the establishments of Couillet and Thy-le-ChAteau 
have just concluded with the Southern of France Railway Company. Belgian siderurgy 
was on Thursday to find itself confronted with that of England in regard to the adjudi- 
cation of an important contract for rails, and hopes were entertained by the Beigian 
ironmasters that they should be able tocope with English rivalry as successfully as with 
French. Belgian metallurgical products are finding more and more favour abroad, and 
profit already largely by the Treaty, which opens the doors to them in France. Rivets 
and bolts from Belgian workshops seriously compete with those of France; a quantity 
costing 2/. 10s. in France being produced in Belgium for 1/. 5s. ; while the duties and 
transport do not i the price on delivery at Paris by more than 5s. 6d. 
or 6d, Prices of pig and iron at Charleroi have been well maintained without alteration. 
As regards the French Coal Trade, the coalowners of the Pas-de-Calais count much on 
the establishment of a direct. line of railway from Amiens to Rouen, as they believe they 
should then be enabled to deliver French coal at Havre, at 15s. per ton ; while English 
coal cannot be obtained at that port for less than 22s. or 23s, per ton. It is of great im- 
portance to the French coalowners that they should obtain a command over the supply 
of a great centre of consumption like the Seine-Inférieure district. V ery heavy delive- 
ries of coals, both by railway and by water, have been made from Charleroi, operations 
having been to some extent restricted by sheer want of trucks. 














REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Nov. 28.—We have little of interest to report this week: the weather 
has become severe and wintry, and, consequently, the home demand for 
coal has been much increased. The weather has also been severe on the 
coast, and, in consequence, the movements of shipping much retarded; on 
account of this and the accumulation of stocks at the collieries some of the 
large steam coal collieries in Northumberland have been working short 
time.

The general impres- 
sion at present appears to be that those works will not be stopped, but that 
some means will be devised to keep them in operation This, it is almost 
needless to remark, is much to be desired, as a stoppage of the works would

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Nov. 28.—The different works of the district are pretty fully occupied, 
and mmtters generally wear a cheerful aspect. It is stated on good au- 
thority that two furnaces will be blown in at the Gadlys Ironworks, Aber- 
dare, within the next few days. This will give a great impetus to the 
trade of the district, for no less than from 1500 to 2000 men will thereby 
be afforded employment. For a long time past it has been felt by those 
interested in the prosperity of the Welsh ports that, in order to ensure a continuance of 
the progress hitherto made, it will be indispensably necessary to establish an import 
trade. Newport has already a small import trade, but Swansea has for years taken the 
lead as regards imports. The import trade of Swansea, however, is insignificantly sifall 
compared with its exports. Cardiff, the great port of export for coat and iron, has lite- 
rally no import trade,and this want has been severely felt for the last year ortwo. The 
trustees of the Marquis of Bute, who is sole proprietor of the Cardiff Docks, have, with 
their usual foresight and discriminate speculation, perceived the necessity of fostering 
an import trade, and they have determined to erect spacious warehouses adjacent to the 
docks, in order that merchants and others might have every inducement to introduce an 
import trade. Bristol now enjoys a complete monopoly of the import trade, but when 
once proper facilities are afforded tpe Welsh ports cannot fail to take away a large 
eo night the French ship Caribou, of 229 tons register, bound from Swansea 
to Havre, with 305 tons of steam coal, was lost on the Skerweather Sands. The cur- 
rent, despite all the exertions of the crew, drove the ship on the sands, and they barely 
had time to escape before she was acomplete wreck. The master and crew got into the 
boat, and succeeded in returning to Swansea about midnight. 

At the Merthyr Police Court, on Monday, before Mr. Fowler, the stipendiary magis- 
trate, Evan Thomas was clarged with the following offence :—John Beynon, the master 
puddier at Cyfarthfa, said that the prisoner was employed as a metal wheeler at the 
works. On Saturday he met the prisoner with a barrow of metal, and having some 
suspicion he stopped him. The barrow was weighed, and it contained 603 lbs. of metal 
instead of 540 Ibs. No advantage would accrue to the prisoner, except there was col- 
Jusion between him and the puddler., He was detected in a similar act some time since, 
when Mr. Crawshay cautioned him as to the q' if he rey the offence. 
Mr. Fowler said it was quite evident what the intention of the prisoner was, and he 
would be committed for seven days, with hard labour. 

On Wednesday the Swansea Vale Railway was opened right to Ystalyfera. Messrs. 
Budd’s extensive works are now in direct communication with Swansea, and the com- 
pletion of the line to Ystalyfera cannot fail to materially benefit the trade of the district. 
The Gwendraeth and other proposed mi Lb hes of the Carmarthen and Cardigan

REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 
Nov. 28.—The Iron Trade continues tolerably steady, considering the 
complicated state of affairs in America, which appears to be of a more ex- 
citing character than of late. For plates and bars we have had a steady 
demand, and there has been an increased enquiry for iron for railway pur- 
. The successful result of the trial of the armour plates manufac- 
tured by Messrs. J. Brown and Co., of the Atlas Works, Sheffield, has given 
great satisfaction; and it is confidently anticipated that this branch of the fron manu- 
facture, which is quite new to Sheffield, will become an important branch of the iron 
trade of the town. The firm alluded to are making great preparations for the produc- 
tion of these plates for shipbuilding onan extensive scale ; and as they have been proved 
to be of a first-class character,'and to fully answer the purpose intended, there is no doubt 
but that the demand will be very large indeed. The pig-iron trade ts slightly improved. 
Notwithstanding the efforts of the creditors of Messrs. Bedford, Bury, and Co., to 
wind-up the estate under an assignment, an attempt has been made to waste the great 
bulk of the estate by a process of bankruptcy. A petition was attempted to be filed on 
Saturday last, but it was opposed by the creditors, and the Commissioner decided to 
adjourn the question of bankruptcy fora week. The ajourned meeting of the creditors 
of the Midland Iron Company took place last Friday, Mr. James Morrison, of Newcastle, 
occupying the chair. A detailed statement of accounts, showing the financial position 
of the firm, was presented by Mr. Alfred Abbott, accountant, of Sheffield, which was so 
clear and distinct that few questions were asked thereon ; and it was ultimately de- 
cided to give power to a committee of inspectors to either sell the concern or to work 
it until a fitting opportunity for its disposal should present itself. 

The Coal Trade is characterised by considerable activity, the demand being very con- 
siderable, especially for the hard steam-coalof Derbyshire. The depression in the cotton 
and woollen trades of Lancashire and Yorkshire has occasioned a much smaller con- 
sumption than usual, and it is not possible to anticipate an improvment in this respect. 

A very salutary example was made of a collier, on Wednesday, named James Pen- 
dleton, who absconded eight weeks ago, taking with him 11/., the wages of five or six men 
whom he had employed to work with him in a stall. The man could not be found 
until a few days ago, when he was apprehended by warrant on a charge of having left 
his service without giving the usual notice, this mode of treatment being considered 
the most speedy and efficacious to give him his deserts. The charge was proved, and 
the after expressing his opinion of the disgraceful conduct ofthe prisoner, sen- 
tenced him to three months; imprisonment with hard labour. He was also ordered to 
pay 17s. costs, or in default of payment to be committed for a further period of one 
month. We understand that steps will be taken against the prisoner for the recovery 

of the money with which he absconded. The case will prove a caution to the rest of 
acting in such a dishonest manner. 

wo of the collieries in the Oldham, Ashton, and Middleton district, the men have 

received notice of a reduction of 2d. in 1s. upon engine coal. Notice of this reduction 

having, in some cases, been given a fortnight since, the men have left their work, and 

already there are about 1€00 men on strike in the above districts. It is, however, ex- 








pected that this number will be greatly increasod by the end of this week, when the notice 
expires at several extensive collieries ; and should the employers adhere to their resolu- 
tion to reduce the wages of the men there will, iu all probability, be then upwards of 
2000 colliers on strike. 

“ What is the Chesterfield and Silkstone Colliery Company doing?” is the question 
repeatedly asked. We are not in a position to satisfy the curiosity of the querists. It 
is said that the company will commence operations shortly, but though we have made 
enquiries we can learn nothing satisfactory. It is now admitted that the company are 
to give 160/. per acre for th ecoal, and not 210/., and that the freightage per ton from 
the colliery to the Midland is to be 4d, and not 6d, This is a far more reasonable price 
than the one named in the prospectus, and we feel confident the shareholders will fully 
appreciate the perseverance of the directors in negociating more favourable terms. 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Nov. 28.—The Iron Trade continues in about the same state as last re- 
ported, and it is really matter of surprise that the almost entire cessation 
of American orders has not produced a greater effect in this district. The 
Exchange at Birmingham to-day was mainly occupied in the discussion of 
the question which is agitating every corner of the empire—the insult ot- 
fered to this country 7 the Federal Government of North America, by 
boarding one of our Mail steamers. The repeated acts of an offensive 
character which the Government in question has offered to that of Great 
Britain form one main reason why so little sympathy has been shown for 
the Northern States in their present quarrel with the South, and assuredly 
this last piece of wanton insult will not increase it. Whatever may be the 
application of maritime law on the point, every one seems to feel that the 
manner in which the seizure took place was wantonly and intentionally 
offensive, and gives much colour to the idea, which has often been launched, 
but which was regarded as only a mere sensation suggestion of a menda- 
cious Journal, that the Federal Government, utterly unable to see their 
way out of the difficulty in which they are placed, desire to bring on a war, 
or, at least, a quarrel, with this country, by means of which they may 
either coax back the South to union, or may, at least, have an excuse for 
accepting the inevitable separation. Unhappily, whether the issue be 
merely anger again controlled or war, the effect will, probably, be to en- 
crease the present depression in trade, though the release of a good deal of 
the cotton in the South is very likely to be the result, as we shall be less 
disposed to wink at the ineffectiveness of the blockade than heretofore. 

The Hardware Trades are flat generally, the exceptions having been 
previously noticed. The makers of common locks are very slack, but for the superior 
kinds there is an active demand. Messrs. Chubb are executing a large order for Go- 
vernment for no less than 544 locks, which are wanted for the new Kensington Museum, 
and they are otherwise busy. 

The Birmingham Chamber of Commerce have had under their ccnsideration the clas- 
sification of articles in the returns of the Board of Trade, and have made recommenda- 
tions similar in respect to iron to those made by the Wolverhampton Chamber, except 
that they do not propose to separate rods from bolts and bars. With respect to other 
articles, they suggest that agricultural implements driven by steam should form a sepa- 
rate class; that guns and pistols of all descriptions should form a single heading, instead 
of being divided, as now ; that clocks and watches should be separated, and also hard- 
ware and cutlery. Other alterations are suggested, including greater distinctions in glass. 

Judgment has at length been given in the Superior Court in a case involving many 
nice points, in which the plaintiffs are the Messrs. Bagnall, proprietors of mines near 
Willenhall, and the defendants the London and North-Western Railway Company. 
The case was noticed when it was tried before ajury at Stafford,in March last. It was 
then made a special case for the consideration of the Court above, the jury finding cer- 
tain facts, in reply to queries submitted to them by Mr. Justice Blackburn. The cause 
of action was the flooding of the plaintiff's mines by water percolating into them on the 
occasion of a flood jn a brook, which is the source of the River Tame. This stream is at 
a considerable distance froin the plaintiff's mines, and any flood which might arise from 
water in it overflowing could not, in the natural state of things, have affected the mines, 
as an clevated piece of ground entirely separated them from the basin of the stream. 
The railway—which is the original Grand Junction line between Birmingham and 
Manchester—passed through this rising ground, and the cutting made for the purpose of 
its construction formed a channel by which the water of the brook in a flood reached the 
surface over the mines, and it percolated to the workings. It was alleged that the rail- 
way company had neglected to maintain drains, and to puddle their line so as to carry off 
the water, and other points were raised ; but the main question, which was decided in fa- 
vour of the plaintiffs, was whether the railway company were liable for the injuries caused 
by water which the construction of their line had caused to flow where otherwise it 
would not have had access to, The decision is of great importance, as questions of ac- 
cumulation of water, which would not have taken place but for a railway embankment, 
appear to come under the same category. 

Several fatal colliery accidents have occurred in this district. One from a fall of roof, 
one from a man falling out of a skip, and another from a bankman precipitating himself 
and his skip intoa shaft, having apparently supposed that the ranner was on it. 





CYANOGEN Steer.—It appears that Mushet’s Cyanogen Steel continues 
to increase in reputation, and that at the present time a large amount of 
business is doing in it. It is declared by Sheffield consumers te excel the 
steel made from the finest Swedish brands, or any other steel irons hitherto 
used in England. With respect to Mr. Mushet’s gun metal, it has been 
found that in its simple cast state, without hammering or rolling, it will 
bear a strain of 49 to 55 tons to the square inch, or of more than twice 
that of the best wrought-iron. In the forged or hammered state it will 
bear three times the strain of the very best qualities ot wrought-iron. It 
can be forged, and is suitable for many purposes for which forged iron was 
formerly employed. A London agency has been established, and is con- 
ducted by Mr. T. D. Clare, and from the price list we observed that the 
quotations for the qualities of patent steel likely to be required by miners 
are—Best cast-steel for tools, 53s, 8d.; common cast-steel, 42s.; best borer 
cast-steel, extra, 56s.; best ‘‘ Cornish borer” 46s. 8d. per cwts.; cast-steel 
sledges and hammers, 10d. to 1s. 6d. per 1b.; cast-steel crow and quarry 
bars, 44s, 4d.; and common borer steel, 37s. 4d. per cwt. 





Srret-Surracep Rarits.—We learn that the use of Mr. Dodd’s steel- 
surfaced rails, to which we have upon several previous occasions referred, 
is gradually becoming more extended, through the great durability which 
they are found to possess rendering their application very economic. The 
mode adopted for steeling the rails is so simple that there is little addition 
to the cost, yet so great is the effect produced upon the rail that it will 
last at least thrice as long as an ordinary rail, and it is estimated that the 
saving upon each 100 miles laid is equal to nearly 120,0007. We have al- 
ready mentioned several of the principal lines upon which the rails have 
been tried, and more recently it has been decided to employ them upon se- 
veral Scotch railways, and “ after great consideration and examination of 
rails which have undergone Dodd’s patent process for steeling the sur- 
faces,” Mr. John Fowler has ordered 1200 tons for the Metropolitan Rail- 
way. ‘The case-hardening furnace is easily worked, and in three days the 
surface of the rail for the depth of } inch can be converted into hard and 
durable steel. 





Tue Srrike or 246 Prrmen at Cassop Cottiery.—A week or two 
ago we reported the particulars of this strike and its termination. Eight of the ring- 
leaders were sel d for punish it, and sentenced to two months’ imprisonment each, 
upon which the remainder returned to their work, and we have not heard of any sub- 
sequent interruption to the business of thecolliery. The affairs having been thus satis- 
factorily settled, the Home Secretary was solicited to grant a remission of punishment 
to the eight men incarcerated, and the application being granted the men were set at 
liberty last Saturday. 


FataL Accipent at THE CiNDERFORD IRoNworKS.—On Saturday 
morning last a frightful accident happened at the Cinderford Ironworks (Messrs. Craw- 
shay and Allaway’s),in the Forest of Dean, by which a furnace-man, named Richard 
Richards, aged 33, lost his life, and a fellow-workman, named Dyer, was seriously in- 
jured, It appears that on the morning in question the deceased and Dyer were at work 
at No. 4 furnace, when the former, who was in charge, detected what he thought were 
appearances that the iron was about to“ burst,” an event which sometimes suddenly oc- 
curs, and to meet which precautions are taken that the iron shall flow into the moulds. 
Deceased at once communicated his suspicions to Dyer, and seems to have laid down in 
the “ fall,” through which the metal runs to the moulds, to watch the process of the far- 
nace, when the iron suddenly burst out upon him. His clothes immediately took fire, 
and he ran towards another furnace for assistance. Seeing what had occurred, a watch- 
man immediately got a bucket of water, and another furnaceman took it and ran towards 
the deceased, but before he could get to him the whole of his clothes, with the exception 
of the band of his trousers, were entirely consumed, and the poor man was frightfully 
inivred. He was wrapped in sheets, and taken to the Infirmary at Gloucester, where he 
expired a few hours afterwards from the injuries he had raceived, Although so fear- 
fully burnt he was perfectly sensible, but he gave no account as to how the accident took 
place. Dyer was shockingly burnt upon the face and legs; he was also taken to the In- 
firmary at the same time, and hopes are entertained of his recovery. On Tuesday, Mr. 
Lovegrove, coroner, opened un inquest on the body of the deceased, when Geo, Williams, 
furnaceman, Thomas Gardener, watchman, and the injured man Dyer, were examined, 
but the jury not being quite satisfied that the furnace was in proper working condition, 
the enquiry was adjourned to procure additional evidence. 








CarvirF AND CAERPHILLY Inon Company.—Mr, Doria, instructed by 
the solicitors, applied to Mr. Commissioner Fonblanque, at the Bankruptcy Court, on Tuaes- 
day, for an order to make a further and final call upon the contribatories of this company. 
The debts proved amounted to nearly 20007., and the assets received to about 650/. 
Several of the shareholders had not paid their calls, but had they all been paid the amount 
received would have been insufficient to pay the debts of the company, exclusive of the 
costs incurred by the winding-up. A call of 27. pershare was consequently made, which, 
with the call of 3/. per share made some months since, included the amount for which 
the shares are liable. 


Mipianp Counties AND Grenerat Coat Company.—On Tuesday a

THE ST. JUST UNITED MINES. 


We last week referred to the formation ofa company for working the St. 
Just United Mines, a sett of great extent near the Land’s End. We have 
since taken the opportunity of examining the specimens of the ore that have 
been forwarded to the London office, and may add that the tin stones ap- 
pear to be of good quality, and that the copper ore is a promising looking 
sulphide. Thesett has been carefully surveyed by Capt. Matthew Francis, 
and from’ his report it really appears marvellous that the former adven- 
turers could have succeeded in avoiding loss.

sterling worth of ore, and returned 280,000/. profit. He estimates that the 
mine may be thoroughly opened out with 4140/.; therefore, he continues, 
the proposed capital (15,0007.) will be more than ample, and do away with 
all uneasiness as to the finances. He will be much disappointed if this 
great mine, or set of mines, does not in two years pay cent. per cent. 
upon the outlay. There will be an immediate income from the stamping 
of tinstuff now on the surface, but he does not consider it necessary to take 
the proceeds of these into his estimates. 








Tae Leap Mixes or Carpicansaire.—Although the tin mines of 
Cornwall are undoubtedly entitled to the honour of representing the earliest 
works undertaken in Great Britain for the development of her mineral re- 
sources, the lead mines of Cardiganshire enjoy the reputation of having ata 
very early period contributed materially to the country’s wealth. Between 
the Dovey and the Ystwith, and from Plynlimmon to the sea, the almost 
innnmerable hills and valleys abound in mineral of the richest character. 
Some fifteen centuries since this favoured district contributed much to the 
wealth of the Romans, and at a less remote period some of the greatest 
families in the kingdom have been able to trace their position to the ‘‘ moun- 
tains of mineral” so readily found in Cardiganshire. Within the little 
district we have mentioned some of our richest and most successful divi- 
dend mines are situate—the Lisburne, Goginan, East Darren, Cwmystwith, 
Cwm Erfin, Ystumtean, Dyliffe, and Dyfngwm being amongst the number;

It is not 
too much to say, however, that it has engrossed the principal share of public attention. 
Merchants, underwriters, bankers, brokers—and, in fact, almost every person engaged 








in 'y or tile p i have temporari pended operations, and occu- 
pied themselves in expressing their indignation, and di jing the probable issue of the 
affair. The first effect of the intelligence being over, a disposition is now evinced to 


await the course of events with a greater degree of calm. But it is not unnatural that 
those whose business will necessarily become very much affected if, as is just possible, 
hostilities ensue should be taking into careful consideration the extent to which their 
commercial relations may be influenced. Thus, for example, the dealers and speculators 
in saltpetre are in a state of anxiety, underwriters are apprehensive, shipowners look 
forward to the contingency of an extraordinary demand for vesseis, and those connected 
with mining interests are likewise on the qui vive, because it is evident that a conflict 
between this country and America weuld stimulate the consumption of metals to an 
extent proportioned to the duration and magnitude of the struggle. In other branches 
of trade the question is regarded with a corresponding degree of solicitude ; and in the 
meanwhile curiosity is stretched to the utmost tension with regard to the policy 
which her Majesty’s Government may at once resolve to adopt in the emergency. 
Yet the hope is naturally indulged that the powerful aid of diplomacy may bring about 
a satisfactory adjustment, especially as, in the history of our own country, there are 
precedents which may guide the Federal Government to make the amende honorable 
without compromising its dignity in the eyes of the world. The immediate effect of the 
difficulty has been most perceptible at the Stock Exchange, where an important depre- 
ciation at once ensued, Consols being forced down 1 per cent., and Turkish New Six per 
Cents (a particularly speculative security) 3 per cent., while most of the Railway secu- 
rities were also very much depressed. A partial tendency towards reaction temporarily 
occurred, but yestercay the markets were all again convulsed, and it is difficult to des- 
cribe the feeling of incertitude which everywhere prevails. The Mining share market, 
for the reasons mentioned, has been firmly maintained, with an improving tendency.

It isa 
new motive-power, able to replace steam in all existing steam-engines by means of a 
very trifling fitting. It costs very little, is found everywhere, produces neither smell 
nor heat, and necessitates no combustible. The small bulk of the apparatus, and of the 
provisions necessary to work it, will admit of its being adapted even to the smallest 
boats. The force obtained can be regulated and moderated at will, and is not lost. Ifa 
vessel receives orders to sail she can be ready to start in 25 minutes, and {fa second order 
arrives countermanding her departure, the force prepared will be found all ready even a 
month afterwards. If these facts be proved by decisive experiments, locomotive science 
will undergo a true revolution.
